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Presidential 
Influence. 


Senator Townsoml, of Michigan, under examination 


in the senatorial investigation to inquire into the exist- 
ence of the "insidious lobby" charged by President Wil- 
Bon with attempting to improperly influence tariff legis- 
lation, raises the interesting question of the propriety oO 
presidential interference in matters of legislation. The 
Michigan senator expressed the opinion that the influence 
wielded by President AVilson constitutes the nearest ap- 
proach to impropriety that the committee will be able to 
'discover at this time. 


It has been asserted by the.president that the sugar 


and wool interests are attempting to defeat the tariff pro- 
gram of the democratic party as outlined in the Underwood 
bill, and that to this end they are maintaining extensive 
lobbies at the national capital. This the president believ- 
ed the general public, should know, and he said as much. 
Senator Townsend's declaration gives a new angle to the 
inquiry and will doubtless be followed by prolonged and 
perhaps acrimonious discussion of the length to which the 
president is .justified in going in his'effort, to influence leg- 
islation. Admittedly too extensive and too persistent in- 
terference by the executive with legislative functions is 
bound to spell bitter warfare. 
And, conversely, failure 


of the executive to keep in touch with the legislative 
bodies makes it impossible to get anywhere with reform- 
ative legislation, as has been repeatedly demonstrated. 
In the present instance, however, there is ample justifica- 
tion for President Wilson's attitude. He has been en- 
trusted by the American people with a definite commis- 
sion to revise the tariff downward, and he must bear the 
responsibility that failure to fulfill pledges Avill involve. 
President "NYilson cannot be blamed for using all proper 
means to see that the people's orders arc obeyed. 


Fort Wayne's recent efforts for enlarged park and 


boulevard systems and other advancement along the lines 
of civic improvement have not been allowed to pass un- 
noticed elsewhere, and the city is the recipient of much 
praise from other sections of the country. One gratifying 
instance of this character has just been received from 
Richard Watrous, of Kew York, secretary of the Ameri- 
can Civic association. In a letter to the board of park 
commissioners Mr. Watrous says: "We take a great in- 
terest in what is being done in Fort Wayne, and are tell- 
ing the people in other pails of the country of the good 
things you are doing." Surely work of this character is 
worth while.

This is 
an event in which the public ought to join cordially, for a 
display of Old Glory is an enduring inspiration to all 
whose eyes fall upon it.

DEATH COMES TO 


MYRON DOWNING 


(Continued from PO.KI 1 ) 


His illness was difficult to combat, and 
in the search for health Mr. Downing 
traveled to many parts of tho country. 
Late, last autumn he began treatment 
from a famous Chicago specialist and 
during thu winter marked improvement 
wns noted in his condition. About a 
mouth ag.i, however, he suffered a break- 
down nnd was taken to Chicago two 
weeks ago, returning last Sunday. 
He 


gradually became weaker after having 
returned homo. 


While his death was not unexpected, 


it comes an a great shock to hundreds 
of Fort Wayne's citizens. Mr. Downing 
was an energetic nnd successful business 
man and a progressive citizen and his 
loss will be distinctly and sorrowfully 
mourned. 


. Born in Ohio. 


Mn. Downing was born near San- 


dusky, Ohio, October 2, 1850, and came 
with his parents to Allen county in the 
spring of 1865, the family settling on a 
farm a short distance south of Fort 
Wayne. 
Ho was educated in Ilia dis- 


trict schools near his home, in the Fort 
Wayne public schools and was a gradu- 
ate with high honors from Heidelberg 
university, at Tiffin, Ohio. 


Returning from college he became a 


school 
teacher 
and 
for three 
years 


taught in the Middlcton high school. He 
was one of the youngest school teachers 
in this part of the country at that time, 
and among his pupils was Judge 0. N. 
Heaton, of this city. 
Many of his 


scholars were older than himself. 


A Traveling Salesman. 


Mr. Downing'* first position in Fort 


Wayne was as a clerk for the A. S. 
Lafferty Co., clothiers, with whom he 
remained for four years. In the spring 
of 1886 ho became a traveling sales- 
man for the lirrn of Louis Fox & Bro., 
bakers and wholesale confectioners. For 
years he traveled throughout the coun- 
try for this firm and was one of the 
best known commercial men on the road 
out of Fort Wayne. 


When the firm which he represented 


was sold to the United States Baking 
company and was later merged with the 
National Biscuit company, Louis Fox 
resigned as manager and Mr. Downing 
was promoted to that office. 
The com- 


pany closed the bakery in April 1908, 
and Mr. Downing purchased and had op- 
erated the bread department since that 
time under the. firm name of The Myron 
Downing Baking company. He was a 
director of the Old National bank. 


: Fraternal Activity. 


Mr. Downing was a thirty-second de- 


gree Scottish Rite Mason and an official 
in the. Fort Wayne Lodge of Perfection. 
He was also a member of Mizpiib tem- 
ple, Ancient Arabic Order of the Mystic 
Shrine, and served as chief rabban in 
the official divan since the organization 
of that body three, yearn ago. He was 
a member of the Fort Wayne lodge of 
Elks, No. 155, a member and director 
many years of the Fort Wayne Coin- > 
mercial club and a member of the Coun- ' 
try club. He was also an active mem- 
ber of the First Presbyterian church 
and of the Men's society of that con- 
gregation. 


Mr. Downing was married in Decem- 


ber, 18115, to Miss Luella Donaldson, of 
Millcrsburg. He is survived by the wid- 
ow, one daughter, Gladys Downing, and 
one half-sister, Rose, who resides in Cal- 
ifornia.

afternoon from the Scottish Rite Ca- 
thedral, corner of Washington boulevard 
and Clinton streets at a time lo be an- 
nounced later.

was one. of the

meeting places for the young men of 
the city, and when the. older folks had 
retired for the night, and in the still 
email hours of the morning, one could 
almost always lind some "hangers-on" 
at the Western Union. 


And Mr. Perry enjoyed their com* 


pany during the night equally as much 
as they enjoyed having a place to loaf. 
Many of the present business men of 
Fort Wayne were then the Western 
Union offlce loafers, and Mr. Perry says 
that some business men of tho city to- 
day Started to work for the first time 
in their lives as messengers for him. 
At any rate, they all enjoy discussing 
the olden days, and they especially lik« 
to talk about Mr. Perry and his old 
office. 
Almost everybody who knows 


the veteran key operator has something 
interesting to say of him, and the nice 
part of it is that nobody has anything 
but good to say of him. Mr. Perry en- 
joyed tho days of long ago In Fort 
Wayne, and now he likes to talk about 
tho time when it cost $4 to send a tele-

about tho old office, which was for years 
located in the Avclino hotel building. 


It Was Expensive. 


"There surely bns been a change hern 


since I came to town," said Mr. Perry 
the other day. "I assumed tho man- 
agement Of the Western Union 
office 


here in the month of Hay, IS73, just u 
little more than forty years ago. I 
came from Canton, 0., where 1 wan 
manager for the eame company for two 
years. 
The Fort Wayne oflicu was lo- 


c&ted in the Avelinc. 
hotel building 


then. 
It was an expensive communication 


then that went by wire. The rates on 
telegrams to California were four limes. 
us much as they are now. It cost. $4 
to Bend a telegram out to the coast, and 
then when tho first reduction wus made, 
' it only dropped to $3. A little later 
the company reduced th« rate to ,$2.f>0, 
next to 82,'then to SI.fill and then the 
last cut was to $1, the present rate." 


Mr. Perry thinks this rate will remain 


indefinitely. 


They Were Some "Devils." 


In the early days, Mr. Perry says, 


all the press dispatches sent by tele- 
graph were held in the ofllce and later 
called for by the 
local 
newspapers' 


"devils." Mr. Perry says they wore, all 
real "devils" then, too. Some, of those 
youngsters are now owners ol newspa- 
pers, some have gom: into other lines 
of business, but they nre all staunch 
friends of the veteran telegrapher. 


In the present day, lots of people in 


Fort Wayne who are subscribers for 
the metropolitan dailies, would Ito sore- 
ly disappointed if they were so unfor- 
tunate as to get up some morning and

Mr. Perry says Lliey "should worry," 
and then proceeds to tell about Fort 
Wayne and its customs of forty years 
ago.

to go home until they had tiret, visited 
the Western 
Unioji office and asked 


Perry about the next president, and he 
was the only absolute authority in 
town, because he was th« only man 
with the "latest" news of the election.

The Telephone War. 


"In the tirst year of the telephone, 


the Western Union operated 
a system 


in opposition to the Bell company here." 
said Mr. Perry. "The Western 
Union 


used 
the 
F.dison 
instrument. 
Knch 


company installed its separate system 
about the same time, but, the Kdtaon 
instrument was far inferior then to the 


Bell company's, and the 'survival of tho 
htte-at' was in order. 
As a result, the 


Edison company sold out to the Bell 
people. 
The Bull company waft repre- 


sented here by the lute S. C. Lumbard." 


Served Through Strikes. 


Mr. Perry served his company faith- 


fully through its only strikes, one in 
1883 and the second and last in 1907, 
when for nearly a month he wus the 
only 
commercial 
operator 
in 
Fort 


Wayne. 
All operators in both compa- 


nies, save for Mr. Perry, walked out in 
the strike, and the manager of the op- 
position company, Mr. Khrman, was not 
an operator. As a result of this situa- 
tion Mr. Perry averaged twenty hours 
each day on duty during the month he- 
fore he weakened and asked for help, 
which was very difficult for the com- 
pany to send him at that time. 


When the strike ended in ,a. failure 


of the employes to get what tliev asked, 
Mr. Perry insisted that all the Old op- 
erators here, whom he had brought, up 
from messengers in his office, be rein- 
stated, and his request was grunted by 
the head of the Western Cuion. Tin; old 
operators came back to work again and 
Ih 
:illice resumed its smoothly running 


oruer. 


Change in Company. 


Three years ago Mr. Perry resigned 


from the management of the,local office 
to go to California, hut when he was 
about, to leave, the American Telegraph 
and Telephone company practically ab- 
sorbed the Western Uuinn, and accord- 
ing to his view, more liberal treatment 
of employes was manifested by the new 
regime and he. decided to remain and 
assist his successor, \V. A. Black, who 


was comparatively young in the busi- 
ness. 


In granting Mr. Perry a pension for 


life the new company has demonstrated 
that a corporation can afford to be 
generous, and Fort Wayne joins in con- 
gratulating the well known operator on 
his good fortune. 


Mr. Perry was a favorite in the of- 


rice, and was always the

paper of prominence in the middle west 
had a staff of reporters on. tin* job. and 
thiil, some lively srrambling wns wit- 
nessed by the news gatherers in an ef- 
fort to get i^st use of tho wires. The 


"story" of the fire was sent in many 
different styles and to many different 
parts of the country, but by careful di- 
rection iu sending messages, all tlie boys 
got. their news to their individual papers 
in good time. 


Was Old Bicyclist.

Doubted the Telephone.

were lirsl, installed here,"

Mr. Perry. 
"People who were 


called to test, the phones, to prove, that 
yon could really hear over wires, re- 
fused to believe their ears and fleeused 
the telephone people ol" having secreted 
somebody in another part nf the build- 
ing.

.And Mr. Perry claims the honor of 


having, for once in history, taken the 
applause due him from one of the great- 
est of the old-time actors. He almost 
broke up the show, but had lots of fun 


the novel experience. 


Oliver Dotnl Byron, one of the old- 


school melodramatic actors, wae tour- 
ing the country in a frontier plav en- 
titled "Across the Continent."' and had 


one-night engagement; in Fort Wayne. 


During the course of the show, in the 
climax act. Byron posed as a telegraph, 
operator, and was to "save the fort" by 
calling help by telegraph, just as it was 
being attacked by Indians. 


He borrowed instruments for this act 


from Mr. Perry, nnd the latter volun- 
teered his services for the evening. In 
calling help 
Byron, who knew abso- 


lutely nothing about telegraphy, -would 
tick off some meaningless dots and 
danhcB, and ordinarily some super in the 
wings would send back the supposed 
answer. 
On this occasion 
Mr. Perry 


acted a.0 the "supo." and instead of reply- 
Ing to the frenzied stage cnll for help by 
simply ticking the instrument, he clear- 
ly answered by telegraphing the fol- 
lowing sentence: 


"B'-ron, old hoy. you mny be the 


Roman of them nil. hut you're 
a mighty rotten telegraph operator." 


In n moment there was thundrous 


applause from the front rows of the

The commotion was caused bv tho

Hyron lost his m-rve and 


the remainder of the show was a farce 
that niirht. 
The applause came at. thf 


wrong time and wrecked the scene ut^ 
terly. 


Byron, the great, melodrama! ist. was 


in a rage wheu he learned the truth, 
but Perry's ever ready smile and jovial 
explanation served to quiet, the furious 
nclnr and the two -were fast friends for 
years.

History of Organization. 


For several years preceding 1893 the 


charter members of the Grays were or- 
ganized into an athletic association and 
had headquarters 
at 
Emmanuel Lu- 


theran school on West Jefferson street.

The company was excellently (trilled 


and took prominent part in all Memorial 
day exercises and marches. It had the 
honor of escorting Henry W. Lawton 
about the city when that famous sol- 
dier visited Fort Wayne on the occasion 
of the, unveiling of the monument in 
Lawton park. 
Many exhibition drills 


also were given at various times in Fort 
Wayne by tin; company, and it attended 
all of the important military encamp- 
ments in Indiana which were held during 
its existence. 
The company disbanded 


soon after the beginning of the Kpunixli- 
Amcriran war Ix'causc nineteen of its 
members enlisted and others had inter- 
ests that prohibited their taking active 
part in 
the meetings. The company 


wore West Point uniforms and present- 
ed a very neat appearance, teach mem- 
ber paid $111 a year as dues and the 
uniforms and other necessaries wore paid 
for out of this fund. 
The organization

PLAN LAUNCHED TO SELL PHILIPINES TO JAPAN. 


UNITED STATES' GIGANTIC DRYDOCK USED FOR REPAIRING BATTLESHIPS—IT 


ALONGAPO, PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


IS LOCATED AT 


Seattle, Wash., June 7.—"Sell the 


Philippine Islands to Japan!" 


Whether or not a movement to bring 


about a sale will be launched in this 
country, is now under discussion by 
members of 
the 
Seattle Commercial 


club. 


"Sell them quick, they are a liabil- 


ity," is the plea of those favoring the 
plan. 


"Von can't sell them without admit- 


ting to the world that the United States 
made- a mistake in buying them," is 
the argument of those opposed to it. 


"It would be foolish to start such a 


move only to have Japan say, 'thanks, 
but I don't want 'em,' but the highest 
Japanese on the Pacific coast admit that 
Japan is only waiting for Uncle Sam to 
hint that he wants to sell." 


Friends of the proposition point out 


that this country forgot the Monroe 


doctrine 'when it bought lands in the 
orient. 


Other reasons advanced for their sale 


are: 
« 


The islands are a source of military 


and naval expense; the garrison will 
have to be increased from year to year 
if the investment of American capital 
there is to be encouraged. 


The only excuse for holding them is 


that they help American trade in the 
far east. 
Eliminating the trade made 


necessary by military occupation, the 
remaining trade at present is negligible, 
when compared to the trade with Japan 
and China. 


That. the. islands would be difficult 


to hold in case of war with any foreign 
power. 


That the United States doesn't need 


colonies for excess population or ex- 


ploitation, but has all that it can han- 
dle in taking care of its affairs. 


That Japan needs the Philippines for 


colonization purposes. 


It is pointed out that this is an ago' 


of reciprocity, that Uncle Sam is even 
now considering the ceding to Canada 
of a strip of southeastern Alaska which 
outs off a great deal of British Colunv 
bia's land from the sea, and that the 
sale of the Philippines to Japan would 
make Nippon our friend forever, and 
be practical fulfillment of the golden 
rule. 


The sale of the islands would involve 


so much 
international red tape that 


those interested are making haste slowly 
and so far the project, although befor« 
the club officially, has only reached tho 
talking stage. The thing to be decided 
is "shall the government be encouraged 
to sell the Philippines to Japan."

Fact of the matter is Hint most every- 
thing in Fort Wayne dates from that 
time, nnd although Xoah 1ms long been 
the most noted of onr ll.iod experts he 
certainly lost caste in Fort Wayne last 
spring.

Park development in Fort Wayne has 


not been rapid, but under the present 
administration it has grown wonderful- 
ly, as Col. I). N. Foster, president, as- 
sisted by Prof. Louis Dorn, Louis Fox 
and K F. Yarnelle, members of the 
park board, nnd Charles J. Steisa, secre- 
tary, have waged war for beautiflcation, 
and in the. face of a great many diffi- 
culties have built up the system and 
doubled the number of beds and plants 
that are put out each year. 


Big Force Maintained. 


It is necessary to maintain a big force 


of workmen in the parks and at this 
time there nre forty-five on the payroll 
of Mr. Uoers, who attends to hiring the 
men and directing their work. 


Most of the men employed by tho 


board tnke great pride in the parks and 
are very zealous in the protection of 
the property. In the accompanying il- 
lustration at least one view has been 
obtained from each of the parks, and 
one man in Hnyden park gave a striking 
example of the dcVotion to its charges 
shown by the force generally. 


As Secretary Steiss and The Sentinel's 


staff photographer arrived at the park 
a number of children on their way 
home from school spied the 
camera.

Raised Some Shrubbery Too. 


The task of raising the flowers was 


not all that fell upon the park employes. 
Parks without shrubbery are not real 
parks at all, and just to supply this 
great accessory 4,500 plants were raised 
last year. There are 227 acres of parks 
owned by the citizens of Fort Wayne 
and neither Weisser nor Foster park 
has been improved to the stage where 
flower beds have been placed in them, 
but the others are glorious in their great 
beautv now and it is worth while to go 
flee them. 


Take your time when you go. Look 


them over carefully and if you are not 
rewarded for the time taken you are 
certainly hard to please. 
The lirst 


piece, of ground purchased for parks 
was bought in 1863, but in the early 
days people had their own flower beds 
and their dooryards supplied them with 
all they needed. 


City land 
gradually grew in value 


until 
the 
spirit 
of 
commercialism 


rooted up the plants and replaced them 
with buildings and the duty of preserv- 
ing these jilants devolved upon the city. 
This task is growing greater every year 
and has resulted in the development of 
a great system for Fort Wayne. 


Are Not Satisfied'. 


Men who have been engaged in this 


great work arc not satisfied with the 
system. Tho Eighth ward is clamoring 
for a park and efforts are. being made 
to obtain it. This means enlarged fa- 
cilities for growing tho plants, and while 
the city's flood disaster has temporarily 
crippled tho park board it Is still vig- 
orously using all tho means at its com- 
mand and the results are showing well 
for tho time and labor expended. 


Fifteen people visit the parks every 


day now where there was only one a 
few years ago. 
Proper appreciation is 


beginning to show nnd these municipal 
playgrounds for the old and young are 
attracting to them people who formerly 
thought it a. waste of valuable time to

A few weeks ago there were in the 


green house section reserved for tropical 
plants oranges 
fully matured and figs 


ready for picking.

ure to lack of attention to the things 
that are being done for the public. 


A very exhaustive report of tho work- 


ings of the park board has just been 
completed and it shows an expenditure 
for maintenance during the year just 
past of more than .$Jfl.uflO. 
'Much of 


this money has been invested in im- 
provements that are permanent and that 
have very 
materially 
increased park 


values. 


Geraniums Predominate. 


In park bcautificntion tho (ternnlum 


occupies a position clearly its own nnd 
supplies a demnnd that no other flower 
can supply. 
More of them are raised 


thnn all the others combined and th« 
reasons for this are multiple. 
In thn 


lirst place they are easily grown, pre- 
sent a great variety of colors, are steady 
bloomers nnd exceedingly hardy.

taken William Bredemeyer was prepar- 
ing tho lust of bift geraniums to he re- 
moved to the parks. 
The greenhouses 


had been practically stripped and ho 
was sending out. the last that he had 
matured so carefully during the winter 
months. 


When the snow is falling and the 


wintry blasts send you chilled to your 
fireside tho park employes arc prepar- 
ing for the summer. 
Day in and day 


out they regulate the heat, let in just 
enough fresh air to feed the plants, 
water them and watch them so they will 
be reai'ly for the spring planting. 


Designing Is Great Feature. 


7f you have ever tried any amateur 


horticulture you know just how hard it 
is to do the designing. 
Think of what 


has to bo done by the pnrk employes. Of 
course the round beds arc easily fixed 
up, but those curiously constructed ones 
that deck all tho parks are hard to fig- 
ure out. 


Once they are designed tben there is 


the color scheme, to he worked out so 
that the blooming plants and those that 
supply 
their foliage 
for the borders 


will hnrmnni/e nnd when nil is said nnd 
done the parks represent^one of the great 
big assets of a city free to all and not 
half 
appreciated 
by the mn.ises who 


would be highly benefited by patroniz- 
ing them.

All the North the Market. 


This is the twentieth season of peony 


growing on this tract, 
James Wilds 


was ft boy when his father first turned 
hia attention from growing grain and 
fruits to growing flowers, specializing 
in peonies, 
because he thought they 


were tho most beautiful of all flowers 
and because he found they were easy to 
grow on his farm. 


Today James Wilda and his two 


sons still are growinc peonies on what 
is said to be the largest peony farm 
in the world. Their flowers are shipped 
to all points north of the Mason and 
Dixon line. 
Most of them are shipped 


from hern to Chicago. From Chicago 
the plants are Ripped to other points, 
being hold in storage to supply the de- 
mand, which comes greatest at this sea- 
son. 


How They Are Cultivated. 


Mr. Wilds cultivates bis peony field 


ns a farmer cultivates his corn. 
Ho 


plows between the live-foot rows with 
a hand cultivator and loosens up tho 
earth around the plants just as any 
farmer would treat a hill of potatoes. 
The rows are planted with the colors 
alternating and a morn beautiful sight 
than tho peony field in bloom is hard 
to fiiul. 


"Peonies ore cnsy to raise," said Mr. 


Wilds, as he stood nt ono end of nno of 
thn long rnws, looking over tho wav- 
ing field. "The plant is hardy nnd <>iisy 
to cultivate. The small root planted tho 
first ypnr anon 
forms a dump. 
The 


first year the plnnt will bloom with 
from one to four or five (lowers and 
then in tho second and future years 


each plnnt should contribute from a 
diwu to twenty, (lowers. 


"They are a lifelong plant Onn needs 


only in trim nut tho clumps, leaving tlm 
newer mots from year tj year.

A plain marble slab was erected 
by the government, but the first appre- 
ciative memory camn thirty years after 
the playwright's death, when W. W.

Declares Municipal 
Expert F. C. Howe 


Suburbs Must Kuralize the 


Care of Filth They Sur- 
round if a Sound-Bodied 
and Sound-Minded Race 
is to Be Achieved, Says 
Man Who Has Made City- 
Building a Study.

There are two ways to maks over our 


cities so ae to make them, not as they 
•xe today little more than scrap-heape 
to slavt in, but marvelous abodes of 
beauty created for men to ive in. 


One of these ways is to renovate the 


life of the city by opening up the school 
houses and thus lifting it, as we have 
thown, out of its rut into a plane of 
conscious idealism; the other is to reno- 
•rttte the city itself, ridding it of moral 
mire and slum conditions and clothing 
it in undreamed-of 
municipal 
loveli- 


ness. 


Both these things can be done and 


•will be done by the people of America 
—and done soon—for this is the next 
step in the evolution of the human 
race. 


Why? 


' Because the race can go no further 
until the restrictions of environment in 
which it lives are bettered. 
And that 


the race will go ahead is as conceded as 
the movement of the tides. 


We have shown, in a previous article, 


how we can make over the life of the 
people by supplying amusement—the oc- 
cupation of their leisure hours. 
For 


the evil pastimes of the saloon, the 
gambling den, the cheap dance halls and 
the street corner wo can, by opening up 
*chool houses and public social center* 
twenty-four hours a day, substitute the 
wholesome pastimes of the gymnasium, 
(fame-rooms, lecture halls, library, mov- 
ing picture auditorium and regulated 
dance hall. 


And in this article we will show how 


we con—and must—make over the sur- 
rounding* of tho people, for these influ- 
ences thorn almost as much as their ac- 
tivities. This must be done by making 
over the cities, actually making them 
over and nothing short of that. 
Of 


course, it will be done gradually as nil 
big undertakings are. but it will be 
done. 
The start can come none too

It is instead snowing us how wo must, 


make over ilie heart of our cities to 
(•(inform with these new. model towns. 
In fact, we have got. to begin to work 
from the outside of our cities toward 
the inside of them so as to make their 
cores us brilliant, as their rims. 


Tlii.s model city of America brings 


home to us the fact, that since the first 
cave man went from his cavern to iiis 
hut 
l i t t l e progress 
has 
really been 


made in intervening history in housing 
the human species nearer the ideal. As 
to comprehensive science, it has, 
in- 


deed, hardly existed at nil and as an 
art it has been confined almost entirely 
(o the individual unit—the single dwel- 
ling I.OllsO. 


The cry of "Hack to the farm" can- 


not help us.; we cannot go back to the 
farm, but we can bring the farm back 
to us! The parts of the farm we want, 
its beauty, its greenness, its healthful- 
ness--all. with none of its drawbacks. 
And to do it. we must plan our cities 
'over by schedule. 
\V» mnsi '--now what 


to do with tliem lirst .-.;..-; di:n do it! 


And the way to find out what, to do 


is to 
invest igate 
tlie world's model 


towns and then remake our cities to 
match them. \\'e rlo not sf-orn patterns 
for our humbles kitchen gardens; then 
why should we for our greatest cities? 


\\'e should divide ea^h of our cities 


into sections and then, with reference 
to the whole, plat a plan for the re- 
creation of these sections. 


Tlu-ie should lie no overcrowding of 


houses. 
Many houses should be razed 


tu-givo needed breathing space for the 
occupants of those left standing. 


lirciitliing 
spots 
parking 
places — 


should he interjected everywhere, and 
near er.ch of these plazas should be pub- 
lic social halls whore gatherings and ex- 
hibits can lie held. 


Roadways should be made over into 


things of beant y; nviU'o.ul and street- 
car tracks sunk into tunnels and fac- 
tories segregated away from the living 
places. 


This would leave our cities just as 


our suburbs, 
and 
garden cities now 


stand—--airy places to house happiness 
in, not as they are- today-- shameful, 
dreary,- plague-spots where, misery fcs- 
tevs the lives of nearly ali those forced 
to live within their gates! 


Isn't, it. a task worth doing—this task 


of turning our commercial scrap-heaps 
into gardens of paradise where life will

They met in the capitol. where Mr. 


Hickey had jrnne' to urpe Mr. Kirkpat- 
rick and other members nf tin; hoiwu to 
vutc for a bill providing funds to pay 
tin: nxpeiiHes of needly UiHtriet of (.'o- 
luniliia Boldier.x tn the Ucttysburg re- 
union. 
They did not 
recognize each 


utlier at first, but when Mr. Hickey told 
I ho Htory of a union soldier's kindness 
to hi iff when his leg was shot away at 
Corinth Mr. Kirkpatrick recognized him. 
Then they compared notes. 


Mr. Hickey then told of the battle 


.if Corinth; how the starving confed- 
cijatc troops waited Impatiently for 
the command to charge the entrenched 
federals who stood between them and 
the little town, \vhi:re unlimited rations 
were stored. He told nf the first day's 
buttle, when the confederates drove the 
federals back to the edge of the village. 
Then he told of the second day. anil

uf a charge that, seemed nt first to be 
successful, but. which, on the arrival of 
reinforcements

the 
federals, was 


turned into defeat for the confederates, 
who were driven back. 


Mr. Hickey wns.-left on the battlefield 


with a bullet holt.- in his thigh, directly 
in the path of the union army. 
lie 


managed to crawl behind a tree stump 
just in time for the federal army troops 
to puss, thinking him dead. 
But one 


man stopped and asked hj'm if he needed 
aid. He- gavo food and a\lrink of water 
from Iiis canteen to the wounded man. 
The Good Samaritan bore the insignia 
of the Second Iowa infantry on his uni- 
form—he was Sanford Kirknntrick. 


These two veterans spent Memorial 


day together.

ISPORTING himself upon the 
fair English lawns of the estates 
of his ancestors, or sleeping away 
the quiet hours in his nursery, 
there is to-day in England a 
sturdy little one-year-old young- 


ster who will some day fall heir to a 
collection of stately titles such as perhaps 
is not possessed by any other one titled 
person in the world, for although other j 
noblemen may lay claim to an equally! 
large number of titles, there arc none who 
bear such widely varied ones as those 
which will in time be bestowed upon the 
little heir of the Duke of Wellington. Lord 


! Mornington, the second heir of the Duke, 
who will succeed his father, the Marquis the daughter of the ninth Lord. 
After 


of Douro, in the title and estates of the 
Duke of Wellington, will also at the same 
time become the Prince of Waterloo in 
Belgium, the Duke of Ciudad Rodrigo, 
and a Grandee of Spain, and Duke of Vit- 
toria. Marquis of Torres Vcdras and the 
Count de Vimicra of Portugal. 


But theso gorgeous titles which are to be 


borne by the small youngster will only be 
the outward and visible semblance of his 
grandeur, for he will also come into the 
possession of some of the greatest estates 
of England, among them being Strattield 
Sayc and Swuurst Park, Basingstoke. 


Although In the matter of titles the baby 


heir of the Duke of Wellington has more 
to expect of the future than any of the 
other youthful heirs of great estates in 
England, there are many boys in the 
nursery and the school room whose future 
possessions will extend over greater terri- 
tory and be greatly more valuable. Vis- 
count Weymouth, the heir of the Marquis 
of Bath, who was horn in 1895, will in- 
herit 50,000 acres of land. Lord Whit- 
chester, grandson of the Duke of Buccleuch 
and Queensberry, will come into the great- 
est estate in the United Kingdom, for the 
460,000 acres owned by the Duke consti- 
tute him the largest landed proprietor in 
ihe country. The Marquis of Hartingtbn, 
vho was a train bearer at the coronation 


of King George V., will inherit not nearly 
so much land, but an estate tremendously 
jaluable in another way, for among the 
possessions of his father, the Duke of Dev- 
onshire, are some of the most magnificent 
estates of England. 
Ghatsworth. Hard- 


wicke Hall nnd Devonshire House, with 
their world famous picture galleries, are 
'ncluded among tie holdings of the Duke. 


Lord Stanley, who with Lord Whitehes- 


ter is a personal friend of the Prince of 
Wales, and who went up to Oxford at the 
-,ame time as the Prince, is another heir to 
i great estate, that of the Earl of Derby, 
who will reach his majority in 1915. Still 
mother heir to a great estate, who was 
born in 1894, is the Earl of Hillsborougb 
a title which he holds by courtesy under 
his father, the Marquis of Downshire. 
One hundred and twenty thousand acres 
of land, largely in Ireland and Berkshire, 
will come into the possession of the young 
Karl on his succession to the marquisate. 


ITne of the most picturesque of the titles 


which a youthful heir is now growing up 
to inherit is that of Baron Lovat. The 
oldest son and heir to the barony is called 
the Master of Lovat, and his future hold- 
ings in land will comprise 181,000 acres. 


The first of the family on whom a barony 


was bestowed was Hugh If laser, one of 
the hostages for James I. of Scotland. 
When Hugh Fraser was set at liberty 
In England, in 1424, James I. bestowed 
ipon him the bnrony of Kinnoll.' A grand- 
ion of the same name married a daugh- 
ter of Lord Glamis and was created Lord 
Lovat, or Lord Fruser of Lovat. An un- 
happy episode in this family's history was

Frogs, lizards, snakes, rate nnd even 


fish figure in these experiments. 
The 


most successful are those involving rep- 
tiles and frogs. This is natural in view of 
the fact that even in normal life there art 
certain times of the year when animation 
is partly suspended in these creatures. 
Studies of the heart pressure and resisting 
qualities of these animals gauge the time 
during which they nro to remain in the 
frozen, atmosphere. Sometimes they re- 
main in the jars for weeks or months. Then 
they are "thawed out" and revived by 
means of massage and respiration. 
The 


dormant state in which the subjects are 
kept during their imprisonment is known 
to medical and scientific men as the latent 
life. The organisms or bodies have every 
appearance of being absolutely void of 
life, breath and consciousness—if such 
bodies possess any such thing. Vitality is 
depressed to such a state that even the 
most careful scrutiny will not reveal the 
slighest aspect of animation. 


If a scientist were suddenly to come into 


the laboratory, unaware of the experi- 
ments, he could not possibly ascertain 
whether tie animal or organism might be 
dead or alive. 
Microscopic examination 


will not show the slighest sign of life. 
In 


fact the atjirnal is dead so far as the 
senses of the observer are concerned. To 
most persons, nothing seems more easy 
than to distinguish between life and death 
When questioned in this regard they at 
once think of beating hearts, pulsating 
arteries, breath and color, In contrast with 
the cold and rigid body in which the beat-1 


ings of the heart have forever ceased. 
To the scientist, to view these experimen- 
tal subjects, without a knowledge of tho 
history attached, it is the same. 


There are instances wlierc even bacteria 


arc frozen in the liquid nir jars, at a tem- 
perature of more tluin 30 degrees below 
zero, and yet they survive for months be- 
cause as minute organisms they possess 
much destructive ability, and therefore 
virtues of remarkable resistanco to ex- 
terior elements. 
Kven snails have, had 


their lives suspended for weeks and have 
revived upon nn application o£ chemical 
solution. Fish have been frozen to such 


a sl.-ito as to allow their intestines to be 
removed en masse. They have been re- 
vived tint have not lived. These animals 
and organisms arc perfectly normal when 
placed in the receptacles which keep them 
prisoners for weeks and months. When, 
they are revived they return to the nor- 
mal state, and if other results follow they 
nrc not in evidence until several days after 
resuscitation. 


Experiment* ivllh Chickens, 


Tn warmer blooded animals one does not 


find such resisting power against condi- 
tions lending toward death. However, ex- 
periments with chickens have been partly 
successful and at times highly satisfac- 
tory. Even chicks just before they leave 
the.shell are frozen for weeks and later 
removed. The heart action is renewed by 
means of electrical massage and chemical 
applications, but in no instance have these 
lived more than several hours. 
Most of 


them expire several seconds after the 
henrt has pulsated. In the case of one 
test, the heart of a partly grown chicken 
was removed with its arteries, which 
were closed at the ends, and frozen for 
several days. The organ pulsated twice 
after being "thawed." The tails of rats 
have been amputated and placed in re- 
frigerating jars and after weeks have 
hecn grafted on other rats, immediately 
after the amputation of their extremities. 
This proves the preservation of tissues, 
an essential necessary to the prolongation 
of life in a warm blooded organism. 


The deeply interesting inference from 


these experiments with latent life and 
liquid air and suspended animation is 
that, though vitality cannot be said to 
have gone, yet the organism during nil the 
time of the case is nut taking food or ^tiher 
nutrition; is not giving out carbon fiiorjfi* 
or taking in oxygen nnd hydrogen. 
It 


accepts no water and gives out DO chemi- 
cal. It moves not Unless moved. Ana in 
the animals through whose veins wann 
blood courses both the heart action and 
tho respiratory activities are in abeyance. 
No state could possibly be more like 
death than that of suspended animation, 
known as the latent life. 
It is not sleep 


nor a dormant state of any kind. It is 
the image of death. Revivnbility is there, 
but vitality is depressed; masked, but 
not abolished.

Tues- 
day ind Wednesday of that week she was out 
With her brake and four, Morris Howlett seated 
on the box beside her, lending a suggestion 
here and another there on the art of driving, a

"Not only is coaching invigorating, but there

Alexander said. "Once a man or woman con- 
tracts the coaching fever its lure is so all com- 
fielllng that she is never satisfied unless seated 
on the box of a coach drawing the reins over a 
four. There are other forms of recreation that 
•re more violent 1 will admit, but at that I 
tfon't think they are half so healthful. 


"One of the beauties of coaching," Miss 


Alexander went on to say, "is that it keeps 
one tn the open. No one could be content 
to lie abed or remain cooped in four walls 
such weather as this with a stretch of open 
country luring them. One just has to be out 
Of doors, and my- only regret is that I can't 
take one of our long club runs every day in 
the coiching season." 


Miss Alexander evidently had in mind the

be held in this position:—Pass ths wheel reins 
to the left hand, separating them with the mid- 
dle finger, the near wheel rein on top. Pass 
the lead reins to the left hand, the near rein 
over the index finger, the off rein under this 
finger. Pass the right, or whip hand, along 


the reins to make sure that the buckles on the 
wheel reins fall evenly. 
Also draw them 


gently through the terrets sufficiently tight 
to "feel" the bit without fretting or twisting 
the heads of the horses. 


The grooms standing at the heads of the 


horses have seen that each horse is standing 
well forward in his collar and that traces are 
not \oo slack. A good driver by a twitch on 
the lines can start his team, each horse step- 
ping off in unison and without the backing or 
balking of any. The brake quietly released, so 
as to avoid fretting the team, the coachman 
extends the right hand, placing the second and 
little finger over the two off reins, with the 
middle and index fingers so placed over the 
two near reins that the latter may be grasped. 
Once the horses are straightened out and each 
working well up to the bit and collar, release 
the right hand grasp of the reins and bring 
the left, or bridle hand, to an easy but firm 
position at the waist line and tighten up suf- 
ficiently to let the horses know they are firmly 


the thumb on the loop thus mane. Then placi 
the right hand over the off reins and readj 
to grasp the off wheel rein from the inside 
with the little and second finger should the 
off wheeler fail to follow the off leader in 
making the turn. 


At the same time place the middle finger 


of the right hand between the near wheel and 
near lead reins, with the forefinger over the 
latter, and thus be ready to exert opposition 
should the horses on the near side turn too 
quickly. By placing the middle finger between 
the lead reins they may be operated separately 
or together. With the reins in this position 
all four horses are constantly under perfect 
control and it is an easy matter to draw the 
wheelers back together at any time while mak- 
ing the turn. When the turn has been made 
the original position with reins in the left 
hand can be resumed. 


To turn to the right the same handling of 


the reins is gone through, but the relative 
positions of the fingers are reversed

Some people find a difficulty during 


the early days of raising in the ten- 
dency of the birds to fall upon their 
backs and an Inability to right them- 
selves without assistance, necessitat- 
ing combined watchfulness or loss. 


This, however, is a nuisance that 


may be avoided by the use of the eggs 
of mature, sound stock 
only, 
the 


weakness being absent in the progeny 
of old birds in good breeding condi- 
tion.

REVIVAL OF THE PEONY. 


The peony Is one of many old-time 


flowers which have experienced a de- 
cided modern improvement and re- 
vival of popularity. 
This is shown 


by the recent rapid growth of its 
culture and by the larger number of 
varieties that are constantly being 
originated and propagated. 
Some of 


the very ardent admirers of this beau- 
tiful flower, will be surprised to learn

that reports on this plant give de- 
scriptions of 626 different varieties. 


It Is, however, probably a conserva- 


tive statement to say that the peony 
Interests of the country would be bet- 
ter off If about 75 per cent of the 
varieties were discarded and further 
propagation made from the remain- 
Ing 25 per cent of superior varieties. 


It is not that these 75 per cent of 


the varieties are unattractive; far 
from it. 
But the remaining 25 per 


cent fill every purpose and have many 
more virtues than the medium to in- 
ferior sorts. 
By growing only the 


finer varieties, people would become 
more and more fascinated with this 
lovely flower. 


One of the most desirable features 


of peonies Is the ease with which they 
can be grown. 
Given a generous 


preparation at the start you can make 
a great plantation of peonies with the 
assurance that beyond keeping the 
ground clean and fertile they may re- 
main undisturbed for years.

DISINFKCTIXG COW STABLES. 


Disinfectants cannot destroy germs 


If they do' not come Into direct contact 
with them. 
Disinfectants should be 


applied In sufficient riuantlty to thor- 
oughly saturate the surfaces, after the 
adhering particles of dirt are re- 
moved. 
In the application of the dis- 


infectant In cow stables it is well to 
use a broom or stiff brush and thor- 
oughly scrub the floor, feed troughs, 
stanchions, and lower parts of the 
walls. 
The solution can be applied 


to the ceilings and upper parts of the 
side walls with a spray pump, and 
must be carried into any crevice and 
recess into which dirt can enter.

Next to destroying the eggs, the use 


of arsenical sprays is the most efficient 
means of preventing injury by this 
pest. More care in coating the under 
Bides of the leaves tha.n Is usually 
observed In the regular applications 
of bordeaux mixture and poison that 
are made preceding and at blossoming 
tlmo. would do much to prevent an 
outbreak of this and other leaf-feed- 
ing pests. 
However, if the caterpil- 


lars are not discovered until they have 
begun to eat the fruit, it Is advisable 
to use larger amounts of tho poison 


than is customary In spraying for the) 
coddlinK moth. 


Precaution should be taken to coat 


the I'm It and both surfaces of the 
leavew with the spra.ylnj? mixture. 


The foliage and fruit of small trees 


or even nrcti.sional branches of large 
trees that are being Injured by the 
caterpillars 
may 
be 
saved 
from 


further loss by shaking. 
When the 


branch is Jarred the caterpillar sus- 
pends itself by a strand of silk, and 
will drop to the ground If the shaking 
be continued. 
A padded mallet or 


polo can be used to Jar the branches, 
and the Insects, as they drop may be 
caught on a sheet or curcullo catcher. 
This is a slow, tedious method of 
combatting the 
pest, but 
by this 


means further Injury to the fruit crop 
may often be prevented. 


In conjunction with collecting the 


egg masses or spraying, banding will 
serve to protect the trees from reln- 
fcstation 
by migrating caterpillars. 


This Is often desirable when there 
are badly infested trees in the Im- 
mediate vicinity. 
The band may be 


made of a strip of raw cotton or sticky 
fly paper. The cotton should be tightly 
fastened about the middle so that It 
IB loose above and below. The barbed 
hairs of the caterpillar become en- 
tangled In the cotton fibres, and It Is 
unable to pass over the band. In 
order to be effective, the bands should 
be renewe.d from time to time as they 
become soiled or matted by rain. The 
bands should be employed during the 
months of June, July and August. 


The same measures that are recom- 


mended for the treatment of this pent 
in orchards are also applicable to the 
treatment of shade trees, only here 


more emphasis should be placed on 
the value of banding the trees and 
collecting tho egg masses.

The Countess, who has had an interest- 


ing social career, gives some remarkable 
statistics about her danclnj and her 
affairs of. the heart. As it Is seldom that 
Bay woman publishes the exact number of 
proposals that she has had, it in difficult 
to know whether the Countess Lamsdorff s 
record o£ 290 is unusual.

Mem- 
bers of the committee are appointed to 
wait outside the chapel and inform each 
lucky girl quietly as she leaves the as- 
sembly. The moment of making the an- 
nouncement is quite ns exciting in its own 
way as "Tap Day" nt Yale, for no one 
knows before the formal announcement 
which girls have been considered the roost 
henutiful among the sophomores, and the 
girls come out of the chapel with beating 
hearts, knowing that the general judg- 
ment of each one as n pretty girl or only 
an ordinary looking one is about to be 
pronounced. 


It is a tradition of the college that the 


daisy chain flowers shall all be gathered 
on the college grounds and the chain 
woven by the girls themselves, so that 
preceding the carrying of the chain there 
is a good deal of pretty hard work for 
the students to do in forging their famous 
chain.

As soon as the buildings are fin- 


ished an army of landscape gardeners 
and workmen will begin setting out 
upon the grounds and In the courts 
millions of trees, flowers, palms and 
rare shrubs. These Include Innumer- 
able orange and lemon trees In fruit 
and In blossom, bulbs from Holland, 
giant tree ferns from Australia, rho- 
dodendrons from West Virginia and 
England, banana plants from Central 
America. Hundreds of thousands of 
cuttings are being raised In the expo- 
sition greenhouses. The landscaping 
around the Service Building, the first 
completed structure, is finished. The 
exposition palaces will be set as in a 
semi-tropical paradise; In th.4 vast 
Inner courts wonderful floral effects 
will lend warmth and beauty to the 


exhibit buildings, although It will be the largest single structure, covering 
almost eight acres of ground. Its three vast naves, rising one hundred and 
thirty-five feet, will be less than half the height of the first rim of bills eft- 
closing the exposition grounds upon thfe south, east and west. To the west of 
the Palace * of-Machinery'will b* th« center group of elgfct exhibit buildings, 
facing upon the harbor for three thousand feet, running twelve hundred feet 
north and south, and with Interconnecting gateways and colonnades to bind the 
group together so that iV will, .from the Qolden Gate, seem as one colossal 
palace, a marvelous Oriental city, with Its skyline of one hundred and ten feet 
and with towering golden domes and ,mlnarets rising one hundred and fifty, 
two hundred and seventy, and four hundred feet 


To construct a universal exposition almost overnight calls. for thorough 


organization. 
The production of the Panama-Pacific International Exposition 


will Involve a tremendous outlay. It Is the estimate of the comptroller of tho 
exposition that Its production will Involve an expenditure of eighty.•millions of 
dollars, and this estimate, of course, does not Include the Intrinsic weolth-ropre- 
eented In the vast total of the exhibits_of the worjd. The spectacle will be 
fully completed and perfected in every detail upon the opening day. February 
20, 1915. All-exhibit palaces will be completed by July, 1914, eight months 
before the exposition opens. 


How rapidly the buildings may be assembled is shown in the construction of 


Machinery Hall. In six weeks huge traveling cranes with arms rising one 
hundred and ninety feet have assembled three-fourths of the framework with 
a rapidity comparable to that with which the numbered sections of a portable 
house are Interlocked. Some of the giant trusses raised in place weigh twenty- 
eight tons, and seven and one-half million feet of lumber and almost a trainload .

Of tho countries that have accepted the United States 
invitation to participate in the exposition, and this includes so far twenty-five 
nations it Is probable that the majority of them will be represented upon a 
mnro distinctive scale than at any' universal exposition held outside the 
boundaries of the participating nation. All but three of the South American 
countries have sent official acceptances. 
The displays from Europe and the 


Orient will bo especially Interesting and instructive. Many exhibits will be 
seen for tho first time In America and will lie unloaded directly at the exposition 
ferry slips and thence transported by rail into the exhibit palaces.

The records will show ninety-six 


pictures for each working day, or a 
total of 6,912 for the three months 
required for completing the building. 
When the pictures aro reproduced th« 
reel will be run at the rate of 864 
pictures per minute, or more than a 
week's progress in that time. IB 
eighty minutes the entire building 
will seem to be assembled. 


This Is a new departure from the 


usual custom of taking photographs 
of buildings at different stages of con- 
struction. 
Tho picture will furnish 


the exposition officials with a valu- 
able record of the building operations, 
as they expect to study the effective- 
ness of various methods of construc- 
tion through the slower reviews of th» 
films.
